Urgent plea for help after 
man’s shock death abroad 


A DESPERATE 
fundraising appeal 
has been launched 
after a young Barry 
man unexpectedly 
died in Cambodia. 

Lewis Davies, who 
had been working in 
Cambodia teaching 
English, had a seizure 
while sleeping in bed and 
his heart stopped. After 
half-an-hour of CPR, he 
died. 

His family have 
launched an online fund¬ 
raising page with a target 
of £10,000 to pay to have 
Mr Davies’ body flown 
back to the UK. 

Unfortunately at the 
time of his death, the 
26-year-old’s insurance 


had lapsed. 

A family spokesman 
said: “We are raising 
money to help bring 
Lewis Davies home for 
a proper burial. 

“It is going to cost 
£10,000 to bring his body 
home and put him to rest. 
Please if you could spare 
any money to help bring 
Lewis back, we would be 
forever grateful. 

“We are in desperate 
need as if his body is 
in Cambodia for too 
long he will be cremated 
there without any of his 
family. 

“We are all in shock 
and absolutely heartbro¬ 
ken to have lost our kind, 
lovely Lewis.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 


has been supporting the fam¬ 
ily in their dealings with the 
Foreign and Commonwealth 
Office and is urging people 
to support the fundraising 
campaign. 

He said: “I’m incredibly 
sad to hear of Lewis’ unex¬ 
pected passing. Lewis was a 
passionate community cam¬ 
paigner, involved with many 
charities and organisations 
including Bro Radio and Atal 
y Fro. He also stood in Vale 
Council elections in Cadoc 


ward. This is a tragic story. 
At this time of year when 
family is so important, his 
mother Joanne has received 
the worst of news and reu¬ 
niting Lewis and his family 
locally would mean so much. 
I would encourage everyone 
to show their support. Please 
donate what you can.”

Trio win national 
gong for coding 



THREE Ysgol Gymraeg Bro 
Morgannwg pupils have won a 
national prize for their coding skills. 

The year 9 pupils entered a competition ear¬ 
lier this year which required them to code their 
own interactive game app for mobile phones. 
The competition was held by the DVLA and 
the team reached the final. Gwennan Thomas, 
Seren Morris and Mari Jeffery were awarded 
the first prize and £2,000 towards ICT in the 
school. The team of three girls depended on the 
public vote on Tuesday as the lines opened for 
two hours only. 

The team has created an interactive game 
app for mobile phones about Hinnie, a 


famous scientist and her team, who have been 
kidnapped. 

They spent many hours working as a team, 
often using video links and conferencing soft¬ 
ware to create this program. They showed 
excellent programming and design skills, 
teamwork and dedication and have created an 
i nn ovative truly mobile game that gets pupils 
thinking and moving indoors and out.

I N an era when ‘fake news’ and unsubstantiated 
allegations are common media outlets who like 
to be perceived as purveyors of accurate political 
views and opinions I find it amazing that the self 
proclaimed newspaper of Wales and the two major 
Welsh broadcasters headlined the claim that the then 
Secretary of State for Wales, Alun Cairns, was fam¬ 
iliar with the details of the court case in which Ross 
England was involved. 

Mr Cairns’ response to the allegation was 
immediate, he denied such knowledge, resigned as 
Secretary of State for Wales, subjected himself to a 
full Ministerial inquiry and asked for the matter to 
rest until the result of that enquiry was published. 

He then asked to be allowed to canvass in his 
constituency without the matter becoming a constant 
topic of questioning. 

Despite this he was hounded by the media at 
every opportunity, which must have caused him and 
his family a great deal of distress. 

December has proved to be a very successful 
month for Mr Caims. 

He retained his seat as Member of Parliament for 
the Vale of Glamorgan with an increased majority, 
the Conservatives made huge inroads in the Prin¬ 
cipality and won a decisive majority in Westmin s ter. 

In addition of course the enquiry has confirmed 
his initial statement that he was not aware of the 
details of the said court case. 

Now is the time for a full and unconditional 
apology from those media outlets whose ‘fake news’ 
reporting misled the Welsh public and resulted in 
us losing a top quality Secretary of State for Wales. 

It would be appropriate if those involved offered 
their resignations and were the subject of an inquiry 
in order to identify the reasons why they acted as 
they did but I am not holding my breath that any 
action will be taken despite their actions.

Support line to hit 
quarter of a million 

I S 2019 draws to a close, I am writing to you 
/\ to let your readers know that calls to the 
x \_Macmillan Support Line will hit almost a 
quarter of a million this year. 

Staff on our free support line, which is open 
365 days a year, have already received more than 
240,000 enquiries in 2019 and supported more than 
65,000 people - 7% more people than in 2018 and 
14% more than the year before that.

Councillors should

FORMER Welsh 
Secretary Alun 
Cairns has been 
cleared of breach¬ 
ing the govern¬ 
ment’s ministerial 
code over claims 
he knew an ex-aide 
collapsed a rape 
trial. 

An inquiry found it 
“unlikely” Mr Cairns, 
who was re-elected 
as the Vale’s MP last 
month, would not have 
been told anything about 
Ross England’s role in 
the collapsed trial. 


Sir Alex Allan, who 
carried out the investiga¬ 
tion, said in his report: “I 
find it unlikely that Mr 
Cairns would not have 
been told something 
about Mr England’s role 
when he was told about 
the collapse. 

“But all involved 
state they had not 
informed Mr Cairns of 
Mr England’s role, and 
there is no direct evi¬ 
dence to contradict this. 

“On that basis, I do 
not find that the evidence 
upholds the allegations 
of a breach of the minis¬ 
terial code.” 


Mr Cairns denied 
knowing Mr England 
had made claims about 
the rape victim’s sexual 
history in an April 2018 
trial. 

But reporters at BBC 
Wales discovered Mr 
Cairns was emailed 
about the incident in 
August 2018 - four 
months before Mr 
England was selected 
to contest the Vale of 
Glamorgan seat in the 
assembly elections. 

Mr Cairns, who was 
the cabinet’s long¬ 
est-serving minister 
having been appointed 


in 2016, previously said 
he only became aware of 
Mr England’s role in the 
trial’s collapse when the 
story broke in November 
2019. 

He quit his role 
as Boris Johnson’s 
Secretary of State for 
Wales after the row 
broke out, just before 
the start of the general 
election campaign. 

Mr Johnson has filled 
Mr Cairns’ old job with 
Simon Hart, the MP 
for Carmarthenshire 
West and South 
Pembrokeshire.

Man facing murder 
charge appears in court 


A 24-YEAR-OLD man has appeared in 
court charged with stabbing another man 
in front of shoppers in Barry town centre. 

Jordan Brown, from Barry, is accused of mur¬ 
dering Jordan Davies, aged 23, in Holton Road at 
around 4pm on December 16. 

Brown spoke only to confirm his name, address 
and nationality during a short hearing at Cardiff 
Magistrates’ Court on December 18. 

He was remanded in custody and is expected to 
appear in court again on February 14. 

Mr Davies’ family said in a statement: “Jordan 
was a loving son, brother and father of two young 
children. He was also a keen football player.” 

“Jordan will be greatly missed by everyone who 
knew and loved him. 

“We ask that our privacy is now respected during 
what is an extremely difficult time.” 

Detectives are continuing to appeal to anyone 
with information to come forward. Information and

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NOW that the highly-anticipated Gavin & Stacey 
Christmas special has aired and left fans demanding 
answers after its cliff-hanger ending, the question on 
everyone’s lips is what happens now? 

Ruth Jones and James Corden, who write and star in the show, 
made thousands of fans’ Christmases after announcing they were 
making a festive special nearly 10 years after the series ended. 

And it was well worth the wait, with one of the show’s leading 
actors branding the episode “the best one we have ever done”. 

Millions of people gathered in front of their TV screens on to 
find out what had happened to the Shipman and West families 
over the last decade. 

The Billericay side of the family travelled to Barry to spend 
Christmas Day with Gavin, Stacey and their three kids, as well as 
uncle Bryn, Gwen, Jason and, of course Nessa. 

But it was the show’s final scenes that had viewers in hysterics 
and crying out for more. 

Nessa, played by former Porthcawl Comprehensive student 
Ruth Jones, asked James Corden’s character, Smithy, to marry 
her - and the closing credits rolled before we could find out his 
answer. 

Will we ever find out what Smithy’s answer was? Well, co-cre¬ 
ator Ruth Jones teased that there could be another instalment of 
the show at some point in the future. 

She told a group of journalists at the show’s official press 
launch in London back in November that “it is not necessarily 
over.” 

Jones said that there was “room for it [the story] to move on.” 

She said: “Honestly, hand on heart, at the moment there is no 
plan. No sitting in a room mapping out another episode. But I 
think, obviously there is room for it to move on. All I will say is, 
who knows?” 

Her and fellow writer James Corden - now a big hit in America 
- spent a week at his Los Angeles home putting pen to paper 
coming up with the Christmas special script. 

Jones revealed: “It was a bit of a journey. There were some 
times during the week that we thought ‘oh this isn’t happening, 
let’s not do it.’ 

But she admitted that she was “so proud and absolutely 
chuffed” with the final product. 

She added: “It was just like getting a family back together. 
There was a great atmosphere.” 

Actors’ thoughts on the special 

All of the cast at November’s press launch- apart from Ruth - 
watched the Christmas treat for the first time alongside journalists. 

Fighting back the tears after watching the episode, Larry 
Lamb, who plays Gavin’s dad Mick, said he was “extraordinarily 
overcome with emotion.” 

Alison Steadman, who plays Larry’s on-screen wife Pam, 
admitted she had a “lump in my throat” watching it, with Rob 
Brydon, behind the character uncle Bryn, saying he was “thrilled.” 

Brydon added: “It’s so lovely. It was just joyous and I am 
thrilled with what I have seen.” 

Mathew Home, who plays titular character Gavin, told report¬ 
ers: “I actually think that this is the best episode we have ever 
done. Sensational.” 

Remembering neighbour Doris 

The cast paid tribute - both at the launch and in the episode - to 
the woman behind one of the show’s much-loved characters, 
Doris who lived next door to Gwen. 

Margaret John played the hilarious character throughout the 
show’s three series, but in 2011 she died after a short battle with 
liver cancer. 

Jones revealed her favourite episode was in series three when 


the clan spent the Bank Holiday on Barry Island beach because 
Margaret and Alison spent the whole day laughing. 

She said: “Maggie was such a special woman and we wanted 
to pay homage to her in the best way possible. I hope Maggie is 
up there watching.” 

In the episode all of the characters raise a glass to Doris, apart 
from Nessa because she’s annoyed Doris didn’t leave her the 
house when she died. 

Jones added: “She was such a special woman and incredibly 
talented actress. We wanted to raise a glass to her, but undercut it 
because at the end of the day Doris as a character was very mde 
and very upfront. 

“I think Maggie would’ve appreciated that Nessa didn’t raise 
a glass.” 

Cast have their say on the characters 

TV personality Rylan Clark-Neal, who hosted the press launch, 
admitted he was really surprised when he met Alison Steadman 
because she was the complete opposite of her character Pam. 

He said: “Everyone in the country knows a Pam. The weirdest 
thing about meeting you in real life and talking to you, and I know 
you’re an actor, but you couldn’t be anything further from Pam. 
It frightens me.’ 

Steadman explained: “It was the best fun to play Pam. I am so 
happy when I am her. It just feels right. I always feel happy. 

“She is a lovely character to play.” 

Brydon, who admitted he never thought there would be another 
episode of Gavin & Stacey as it had ended on a high, said it was 
the “happiest job” he’d ever had. 

Ruth said: “I absolutely adore Nessa. When I am playing her I 
just feel so brave. I find it liberating to play Nessa. She is a really 
lovely mum.” 

Getting everyone back together 

So after several trips to Los Angeles to plan the storyline and 
write the script, the only thing left to do was get the cast on board. 

Jones and Corden called the actors and gave them the fantastic 
news that Gavin & Stacey would be returning. 

Although it wasn’t as straightforward as that with Rob Wilfort, 
who plays Jason, Melanie Walters, who plays Gwen, and Joanna 
Page, behind Stacey, failing to pick up their calls. 

Wilfort ignored the call as it was coming from America and 
thought it was a scam and Walters blanked the communication 
because she thought she was being trolled. 

And Page was too busy with her children to pick up Jones’ 
emails, texts, calls and social media messages.

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Good news for 
Waverley appeal 


THE fundraising appeal 
to save paddle steamer 
Waverley has reached its 
£2.3 million target just 
seven months after it 
was announced that the 
famous steamship would 
not operate in 2019. 

The Boiler Refit Appeal has 
attracted donations from over 
8,000 individuals with sup¬ 
port from the Paddle Steamer 
Preservation Society, several 
trusts and £1 million from the 
Scottish Government. Arnold 
Clark and the Swire Charitable 
Trust have both just confirmed 
their support taking the appeal to 
its target. 

Eddie Hawthorne, group 
managing director for Arnold 
Clark, said: “I’m delighted that 
we’re able to contribute £50,000 
towards the restoration of the 
Waverley. Arnold Clark under¬ 
stands how significant the ship 
and its heritage is to Glasgow and 
we were keen to help towards the 
£2.3m fundraising target.” 

Waverley’s new boilers 
are currently being built by 
Cochran’s Ltd in Annan and are 
due to be completed in February. 
The work required on the ship 
will involve the removal of the 
iconic twin funnels to allow 
access to the boiler room. 

Waverley excursions general 
manager, Paul Semple, said: 
“Thanks to the fantastic generos¬ 
ity of so many people and organ¬ 
isations we are now able to push 


‘full ahead’ with Waverley’s 
boiler refit which will be the most 
substantial refit since her rebuild 
was completed back in 2003. 

“I would like to thank every¬ 
one who has donated to the 
appeal and supported our efforts 
to save the last seagoing paddle 
steamer in the world.” 

Waverley is owned by a reg¬ 
istered charity and operated on a 
not-for-profit basis. 

The recent appeal for cash has 
been the most successful in the 
ship’s preservation career but 
ongoing support will be required 
given the annual cost of dry 
docking and refit. 

Waverley will be moved 
from Glasgow to Greenock, 
under tow in January, where 
the major ‘open-heart surgery’ 
will take place. The full works 
are expected to take around 
four months to complete allow¬ 
ing Waverley to undertake her 
regular cruises around the west 
of Scotland, the Mersey, Bristol 
Channel, South Coast and the 
Thames in 2020. 

Mr Semple added: “The 
trustees of the Waverley charity 
believe that ongoing charitable 
giving must now form a greater 
part of Waverley’s long-term 
operational survival to ensure 
she remains in service. We are 
deeply grateful to all those who 
have helped this year, and in the 
months and years ahead, will ask 
those who care and who are able 
to help, to add Waverley to their 
permanent thoughts.”

HAPPY New Year with good 
prospects for our NHS and 
schools. 

The festive season was full of concerts 
and events I attended which brought the 
Christmas message and spirit to many 
while raising funds for charities like RNLI, 
Tenovus, Barnardo’s and the Trussed 
Trust. 

During these events we heard about the 
great work being carried out by charities 
locally and nationally with a powerful 
reminder that many would be struggling at 
Christmas with Vale food banks operating 
from six centres across the county to meet 
this need. Food was donated by schools, 
churches, individuals and groups in the 
community. 

We also heard from Susan Lloyd-Selby 
of the Trussed Trust at the Barry Male 
Voice Choir concert about the Big Wrap 
providing presents for children in need 
in our communities. This included the 
children of Syrian refugee families living 
in Barry and the Vale who enjoyed my 
annual Christmas party at the Memo with 
volunteers from across the Vale and the 
Mayor of Barry Town Council Margaret 
Wilkinson. 

In the lead up to Christmas on December 
16 the Welsh Government published its 
draft budget with a promise to prioritise 
the NHS and provide new investment to 
protect the future of our planet. 

We are allocating an extra £42 lm in 
health and social care in 2020-21 bringing 
our total investment to £8.7bn. 

On top of this we are increasing the 
specific grant for social care by £10m 
and uplifting funding for schools. Taken 
together this means the additional funding 
for local government including schools ana 
social care totals over £220m in 2020-21. 

Protecting the environment and respond¬ 
ing to the Climate Change Emergency has 


been at the forefront of this budget. As 
wed as protecting our funding for renew¬ 
able energy, zero carbon technologies and 
access to nature the budget also includes a 
new £140m capital allocation to contribute 
to peatland restoration, an electric bus fleet, 
support for low emission refuse vehicles 
and a National Forest for Wales. 

Our health service, social care, edu¬ 
cation and the environment are ad top 
priorities for the people of Wales and I am 
proud of the local action and campaigns 
which highlight these issues. 

Visiting the Sam Davies Ward at Barry 
Hospital gave me the opportunity to share 
the letter from the Community Health 
Council following the open meeting they 
held in the Vale on December 10. 

The message to the Health Board was 
clear - the strength of public feeling for 
keeping the beds in the Sam Davies is 
based on the evidence of the excellent care 
provided by the staff especially at a time of 
winter pressures with flu and viruses taking 
their tod and I will be engaging every step 
of the way in any future consultations to 
make sure that message is heard. 

Thank you to Barry Action for Nature 
and Plant Llantwit for planting trees and 
caring for the environment. 

Thank you also to the campaign to save 
the Master Mariner pub in Gibbonsdown 
led by Abi Germon and local councillors. 
I was glad to play my part in chairing a 
meeting with ad partners around the table 
when the pub was threatened with closure. 
Vale People First also played a part in 
this campaign. Finally, the ‘go ahead’ by 
the Vale Planning Committee for the new 
Castle Hotel community pub with invest¬ 
ment in social housing across the town will 
help meet housing need in the community. 

Many important things to take forward 
in 2020 with your support.

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Youngsters test out new £71,000 play area 


CHILDREN in Dinas Powys can 
embark on outdoor adventures and 
let their imaginations run wild at a 
new play area on a housing develop¬ 
ment in the village. 

Youngsters from the village’s primary 
school officially opened the bespoke facility 
at The Woodlands estate on Cross Common 
Road recently. 

The new play area was commissioned by 
Edenstone Homes and developed by Studio 
Response in collaboration with artist Tim 
Norris and Green Play project. 

Sales director Adele McCoy said: “When 
we plan our developments we don’t just 
think of the people who are buying our 
homes but everyone who will live there 
young and old. It’s important that children 
have the opportunity to play outside and be 
active. 

“It was great to have children from Dinas 
Powys Primary School officially open the 
play area. They certainly had lots of fun 
testing it out and planting around 60 bulbs 
on site.” 

Artist Tim Norris said: “Having visited 
the site I was inspired by the area. Dinas 
Powys translates into English as ‘hill fort’ 
and so the central feature of the play area 
is a fort.” 

Emma Price, from Studio Response, said: 
“The value of play for children’s devel¬ 
opment is very important to us and our 
clients, and is of particular interest to a great 
number of artists and creative practitioners 
through public art projects. Children are 
instinctively creative and curious and we 
feel that The Woodlands enabled us to 


deliver a playground that allows them to 
explore nature, be active and create their 
own imaginary worlds.” 

Anya Hallett, from Green Play Project, 
added: “We were delighted to be asked to 
develop Tim’s concept design into a new 
play space for Edenstone at Dinas Powys. 
Local families now have a wonderfully 
innovative play space. 

“Combining community involvement 
and artistic creativity to deliver a public 
playground is an exciting new approach and 
we hope will lead to further collaborations. 
Public spaces should reflect the community 
they serve and be a source of pride.” 

The central feature is a hill fort, approached 
by steps or stepping logs that lead up to the 
timber structure. From here children can 
view the whole space. A wide double slide 
provides a route down or there’s the option 
to cross the rope bridge to a second tower. 

The amphitheatre provides a focus for 
community events and is a perfect sunny 
spot for parents and carers to sit and watch 
their children play. 

A basket swing is an inclusive piece of 
equipment for every age and ability. The 
flat seat swing provides a different form of 
swinging. 

A footpath wraps around an oak tree. The 
surfacing is a mixture of eco mulch, wood 
chip and stone dust giving a safe, all weather 
surface. 

The £71,000 project was funded by 
Edenstone as part of its community contri¬ 
butions agreed during the planning process. 
The homebuilder is also investing more 
than £260,000 towards local education and

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Prolific burglars sent to prison for more than 

35 years after 80 crimes 



SEVEN people who have been 
convicted of being involved in 
more than 80 burglaries across 
South Wales - including in and 
around Bridgend - have been 
sentenced to more than 35 years 
in prison. 

They were arrested as part of Operation 
Timmia, which was set up to target an 
increase in burglaries and car thefts. 

Supt Cath Larkman said: “These bur¬ 
glaries had a significant impact on their 
victims many of whom were vulnerable. 
These burglars smashed their way into 
people’s homes not caring if the occu¬ 
pants were home or not. 

“No stone would be left unturned in 
investigating these offences and bringing 
the offenders to justice. 

“We set up a dedicated operation team 
called Operation Timmia who relentlessly 
investigated these offences. 

“While we recognise nothing can undo 
that these burglaries have taken place and 
the significant impact on these victims, we 
do hope the actions we took and today’s 


sentences do provide some comfort to 
them that justice has been done.” 

The individual sentenced were: 

* Kieran Joyce, 28, of Leicester, jailed 
for 10 years for conspiracy to commit 
burglary with intent to steal. 

* William Joyce, 24, sent to prison 
for eight years for conspiracy to commit 
burglary with intent to steal. 

* Patrick Joyce, 21, eight years behind 
bars for conspiracy to commit burglary 
with intent to steal. 

* Daniel Joyce, 36, of Swansea Vale, 
jailed for six years for conspiracy to 
commit burglary with intent to steal. 

* A 17 -year-old youth, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, four years for 
conspiracy to co mmi t burglary with intent 
to steal. 

* Mary Connors, 23, of Cardiff, pun¬ 
ished with 200 hours of community ser¬ 
vice for handling stolen goods. 

*Christine Joyce, 59, of Swansea Vale, 
was also ordered to carry out 200 hours 
of community service for handling stolen 
goods.

A LICENSING committee 
run by Bridgend, Cardiff 
and Vale of Glamorgan 
councils has said current 
laws do not offer people 
and animals enough pro¬ 
tection from the frequent 
disturbance of fireworks. 

The Shared Regulatory 
Services (SRS) joint committee 
says there are growing numbers 
of displays at celebratory events 
such as birthdays and weddings, 
as well as the numerous public 
and domestic displays on tradi¬ 
tional and religious dates. 

It wants local authorities to be 


empowered to limit the number of 
displays in their areas. 

Speaking at a full Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) meeting on Wednesday, 
December 18, council leader Huw 
David said: “Several members 
have been in contact with cabinet 
members about the misuse of 
fireworks following emails from 
local residents. 

“Our Shared Regulatory 
Service joint committee recently 
met and this was considered by 
members including our represent¬ 
atives Cllr Dhanisha Patel and 
Cllr David Lewis. 

“A request will be made of UK 


Government to work with local 
authorities to identify a best prac¬ 
tice approach to a revenue-neu¬ 
tral, mandatory permit system for 
fireworks displays, where local 
evidence is this is necessary to 
protect the community. 

“The government, we hope, 
will work with a local author¬ 
ity to pilot the approach before 
the end of 2020, with a view to 
legislating to empower all local 
authorities to establish mandatory 
permit schemes where they deem 
it necessary.”

A £34.7million new build for Pencoedtre 
High School has been granted planning 
permission. 

The project is part of the Vale Council and Welsh 
Government 21st Century Schools investment pro¬ 
gramme which will also deliver a new building for 
Whitmore High School and an expansion for Ysgol 
Gymraeg Bro Morgannwg, among other projects in 
the Vale.

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Warning to farmers 
over illegal 
dumping of waste 


Night rescue for RNLI 
near Rest Bay 


FARMERS and land owners 
are being urged to be aware 
of requests to store baled 
waste on their land by Natural 
Resources Wales. 

It follows a string of recent inci¬ 
dents where farmers across Wales have 
accepted waste for temporary storage. 

The waste, which can be highly 
combustable, not only causes harm 
to the natural environment but can 
also affect people’s livelihoods as land 
owners will be responsible for any 
costs or enforcement action taken by 
Natural Resources Wales (NRW). 

Mark Oughton from NRW’s 
Tackling Waste Crime team, said: 
“This is a growing problem across 
Wales driven by criminal gangs. 

“Individuals acting alone, or oper¬ 
ating under a company name, are 
offering land owners money to store 
large quantities of controlled waste, 
claiming it is a temporary measure 
before the waste is treated on site or 
sent for recycling. 

“The majority of the incidents to 
date show the waste is not suitable for 


treatment.” 

The bales typically contain mixed 
partially shredded waste textiles 
including plastics and biodegradable 
materials. 

Landowners should be aware that 
the storage of baled waste is tightly 
regulated, and they need an environ¬ 
mental permit to do so legally. 

This is to make sure the material is 
managed and stored correctly to avoid 
pollution and fire risk. 

Mr Oughton added: “We want to 
warn farmers and land owners that this 
illegal activity is on the rise to protect 
their interests and the environment. 

“While it might seem tempting prop¬ 
osition to make some extra cash on 
land you are not using, you could find 
yourself facing enforcement action or 
significant clean-up costs if the waste 
is abandoned by the criminals. 

“Anyone approached to store con¬ 
trolled waste or any other material on 
their land should report it immediately 
so we can investigate further.” 

If any land owner is asked to store 
waste on their land, they can report it 
to NRW on 0300 065 3000.

VOLUNTEER RNLI 
crews from Porthcawl and 
Port Talbot launched the 
charity’s lifeboats on ser¬ 
vice early on Wednesday 
morning to search for a 
fishing boat in the dark 
which had run into diffi¬ 
culty between Port Talbot 
and Ogmore By Sea. 

Porthcawl’s RNLI’s volun¬ 
teer crew were paged at 5.01am 
and joined the crew from Port 
Talbot RNLI and the Coastguard 
Teams from Porthcawl and Port 
Talbot in the search for a fishing 
boat and its crew. 

A seven-metre fishing boat 
with two people and a dog on 
board had experienced engine 
difficulties and been swept 
ashore somewhere between Port 
Talbot and Ogmore-by-Sea. 

The boat had no working 
VHF radio communications and 
the people onboard were cold 
and disoriented. 

Carl Evans, helm of 
Porthcawl’s RNLI’s Atlantic 85 
lifeboat said: “We were tasked 
by UK Coastguard to meet Port 
Talbot’s D Class lifeboat off 
Rest Bay. As we arrived at Rest 
Bay the crew of the Port Talbot 
lifeboat spotted a flashing light 
on the shore in the cove area 
of Rest Bay near to Hutchwns 
Point. 

“Further investigations, 
including illumination of the 
area using a white para flare, 
established the fishing vessel 
and the casualties were on the 
shore at this location.” 

Port Talbot’s crew went 
ashore and provided care with 
the assistance of Porthcawl’s D 
Class crew. The casualties were 
suffering from the effects of 
the cold and were assisted onto

Locks Common and transferred to the care of 
the Coastguard teams, 

With the incoming tide, the vessel was 
at risk of being smashed onto rocks so the 
Porthcawl crew towed it out from the beach 
and clear of the surf line. 

Once in deeper water, the tow was trans¬ 
ferred to Porthcawl’s Atlantic 85 lifeboat 
which towed the vessel towards Porthcawl 
Marina. Porthcawl lifeboat stood off until 
7.30am when it was possible to gain entry 
to the marina.

VISITORS and residents 
living near a national nature 
reserve renowned for its sand 
dune habitat and rare species 
are now fearing the worst 
because there is no update 
from the landowners as to their 
plans for its future. 

The Kenfig National Nature 
Reserve, which comprises 1,300 acres 
of managed coastal sand dunes and 
wetlands between Porthcawl and Port 
Talbot, is regarded as one of the fin est 
examples of a sand dune habitat in 
Europe. 

But on December 31, Bridgend 
County Borough Council’s (BCBC) 
lease expired for the reserve. 

The local authority cleared its items 
from the reserve centre with a final 
clean of the building which took place 
on December 20. 

It is unclear what is happening to 
the reserve warden who has 20 years 
of experience. 

And the owners, the Kenfig 
Corporation Trust, are failing to 
respond to requests for information. 

Natural Resources Wales says it is 
in discussions to take on the long-term 
lease but nothing has been signed and 
while the organisation says it will 
“work closely” with the trust to man¬ 
age the site’s “conservation interests”, 
people fear the reserve could be left 
vulnerable to vandalism and its unique 
status lost. 

It comes after reports in recent days 
of fence lines being cut at the reserve 
and padlocks damaged, with perma¬ 
nent glue being put into keyholes. 

Heather Protheroe, who lives near 
the reserve and set up a petition and a 
Facebook group to highlight the uncer¬ 
tain situation during the summer said: 
“We are exceedingly worried about 


the reserve. 

“Fears are growing that the reserve 
will just be neglected, rubbish will 
build up, the centre could become 
subject to vandalism and wildlife con¬ 
servation will be minimal. 

“With the centre shut, there are now 
no facilities for the visiting public to 
use either. 

“We are extremely disappointed 
that the reserve could lose its last 
remaining warden, Dave Carrington, 
who dedicated over 20 years of his life 
to the area, his expertise will be sorely 
missed. 

“We are beyond exasperated with 
the trust, who continue to remain silent 
and indifferent to the community’s 
voice.” 

She said she had written to the trust 
to request a meeting on behalf of the 
group to discuss how the local commu¬ 
nity might be able to help volunteer at 
the reserve, keeping the bins emptied 
and, in the long term, open the building 
as an information centre. 

She said: “I had a response from 
them a couple of days later stating that 
‘present negotiations are moving very 
quickly’ and they hoped to be in touch 
with me again the following week. 

“That was two weeks ago and yet 
again, no communication.” 

Steve Parker, who has volunteered 
at the nature reserve since 2014, wrote 
to the trust to offer his help in cleaning 
the car park areas of litter until a 
new tenant was secured, something he 
regularly does now. 

He said: “I am fully aware that 
within a short period of time following 
the departure of BCBC, litter will 
gather and bins will fill with no known 
plans to tackle that issue. 

“I initially received no reply to my 
letter and on chasing it up I received 
an email saying they would get back

to me. 

“I have waited but to date there has been 
nothing further from them. 

“Clearly time has gone on and despite 
promises from the trustees that matters are 
in hand no news as to the future has been 
forthcoming.” 

John Hogg, head of operations for South 
Wales central at NRW, said: “We’re con¬ 
tinuing to discuss the legal, financial and 
day to day operational detail of taking on 
a long term lease at the Kenfig National 
Nature Reserve in order to secure the long 
term future of the site. 

“Following the ending of the current 


lease, we understand the site reverts to 
the Kenfig Corporation Trust and so all 
questions on what happens to the site from 
January 1 should be directed to them. 

“We will of course continue to work 
closely with them to protect the conserva¬ 
tion interests at the site.” 

BCBC says it is awaiting a timetable 
for the handover, adding it is in regular 
contact with NRW to discuss issues related 
to the ongoing running and management 
of the site. 

BCBC has previously said it first began 
the process of trying to appoint a successor 
10 years ago but after several years of not 


making any progress with the landowner, 
it stopped. 

It says it cannot afford to continue to run 
the reserve and hoped a more specialised 
organisation would take over on a more 
commercial basis and make it pay for itself 
in a sustainable way. 

NRW has advised people to report any¬ 
thing suspicious they witness at the reserve 
by calling NRW on 03000 65 3000, and call 
the police on 111. 

The Kenfig Corporation Trust were 
approached for comment.

Authority to cut back on 
council tax rise after 
‘good news’ settlement 


COUNCIL tax in 
Bridgend county 
borough is now 
expected to be less 
than first forecast 
due to the local 
authority having 
received a higher 
settlement from 
Welsh Government. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) had been look¬ 
ing at increasing council 
tax by 6.5 per cent with 
proposed cuts to services 
involving CCTV, pest 
control, adult learning, 
homelessness, and recy¬ 
cling centres. 

But council leader 
Huw David told cabinet 
members at a meeting on 
Tuesday, December 17, 
that the local authority 
was now looking at a 
smaller increase in 
council tax due to the 
settlement. 

He said: “We’ve had 
some good news - we 
are going to have the 
biggest increase we 
have had in almost 12 
years in our grant and 
I’m very grateful to 
Welsh Government, the 
new minister for local 
government, and the 
new finance minister for 
listening to local govern¬ 
ment and the case we 
made about the pressures 


we are facing in schools 
and social services in 
particular but across all 
services. 

“They listened and 
they’ve acted. 

“But we need to 
remember we’ve had 11 
years of austerity - that 
will not change overnight 
with one good settlement. 

“We will still have to 
make difficult decisions 
about our budget next 
year. 

“The increase, how¬ 
ever, will reduce the 
number of difficult deci¬ 
sions we have to make - 
obviously there’s a lot of 
working to do in terms of 
forecasting and number 
crunching. 

“I have been critical 
of Welsh Government in 
the past - I can be com¬ 
plimentary about them 
today because they have 
given us the increase we 
have asked for.” 

BCBC will receive an 
increase of 4.7% on last 
year’s budget. 

The cabinet member 
for communities, Cllr 
Richard Young, said 
he hoped some of the 
unpalatable decisions 
the council thought 
it would have to make 
would no longer have to 
be taken but added that 
the increased settlement 
would not reverse the 
effects of austerity. 


He said: “I don’t want 
people to run away with 
the idea that because we 
have one settlement the 
effects of austerity are 
going to be reversed. 

“It’s meant we have 
had to divest ourselves 
of certain facilities we 
have provided in the past 
- that’s not going to be 
reversed.” 

Cllr David said the 
council would use the 
money to help meet 
budget pressures cov¬ 
ering additional costs 
in education, social ser¬ 
vices, teachers’ pay and 
pensions. 

He said: “In 2019-20 
it will cost BCBC almost 
£270.8m to provide a full 
range of public services 
for 142,000 residents. 

“This increase to our 
core grant funding is 
most welcome and we 
will now be reviewing 
our original financial 
plans for 2020-21 to 
ensure that the money 
can be used as effectively 
and as efficiently as 
possible.”

Latest news from January’s Sky Notes with 
Fon-Mon Apiary Dave Powell 


THE move to the new apiary 
site has been now completed. 

Thanks to the days when wind, rain 
and low temperatures came to the 
fore these ideal conditions for moving 
were seized upon. 

With the help of my former work 
colleagues Simon Graves and Alun 
Taylor all went very smoothly. 

Along with the beehives items such 
as paving slabs (solid bases for the 
hives) spare stands and my work table 
were also moved. 

This transfer of bees and associated 
apiary equipment was accomplished 
over a three week period. 

In total six colonies were moved, 
but to start with I laid and levelled 
paving slabs and added stands in 
readiness for the first two colonies. 

Why only two and not the whole 
lot in one go? 

Well because the new site is very 
close to the old site and if mild 
weather had kicked in and the bees 
took the decision to venture out, the 
colonies that experienced the move 
would have picked up on familiar 
landmarks while they were out and 
about and followed these back to the 
location of their old home only to find 
nothing there; and the possibility of 
them using any of the hives on the 


original site is not a likely option and 
dead bees would be the end result. 

Therefore the onus is on the bee¬ 
keeper to get it right! 

Fortunately the weather has been 
very obliging (for moving, that is) 
and now with all the colonies moved 
no bees are being observed at the old 
site even though there have been days 
when flying was very likely to be 
undertaken. 

This is a huge relief but now of 
course winter is starting to bite and 
although each colony has a sufficiency 
of stores that should last them until 
next spring this in no way guarantees 
their survival until then. 

During the winter months external 
checks will be the order of the day; 
should snow become part of the scene 
the hive entrances must be kept clear. 

Opening hives in the winter months 
is not to be recommended! 

With sufficient stores and weath¬ 
er-proof homes the bees are more than 
capable of handling things. 

Very often the beekeeper is the 
biggest pest the bees have to handle. 

Will I have six colonies bursting 
into life come spring?

THE Milky Way arm of our Galaxy rises from the 
South-Eastern Horizon, reaching almost overhead 
before arcing down in the direction of the North- 
Western Horizon. 

Overhead the bright constellation Perseus is worth locating. Its 
brightest star is Mirfak. This star belongs to a large open cluster as 
will be evident when you view through a pair of Binoculars. The 
group appears to be young, approx 55-65 million years old, and 
the cluster lies around 600 light years away (light travels 186.000 
miles a second.) Mirfak is the brightest member and is thought to 
be at least 5.000 times as luminous as our Sun and have a diameter 
approx 45 times our Sun. I think this area of sky is impressive but, 
we must now gaze to the South-Eastern Horizon in order to locate 
this month’s stand-out constellation, Orion. First look just above 
the roof-tops and one star will be noticeable. It is possible you 
may think it is flashing different colours, although this phenom¬ 
enon is caused by starlight penetrating our polluted atmosphere. 
Sirius, the brightest star in the northern hemisphere will be easy 
to locate. It is the brightest star in a constellation known as Canis 
Major. It appears bright because it is relatively close to us being 
just 8 light years away. Compare this figure with Mirfak. 

Above this constellation is mighty Orion. This constellation 


looks something like what it is supposed to look like, a hunter. 
The main outline stars are all bright and visible to the naked eye. 
Look for three stars in a line, this represents the hunter’s belt, now 
look above and locate two bright stars, the left star is decidedly 
Orange. This represents his shoulders. Below the belt will be two 
stars, the one on the right will be brighter than the one on the left. 
This represents his feet. Being a hunter, naturally his belt holds a 
sword, it is visible without optical aid, although Binoculars will 
give a better view. Just cast your gaze a little way below the three 
belt stars and you should have little trouble finding the Orion 
Nebula, a stellar birthplace. 

I said Sirius is the brightest star in the sky but during the month 
watch the South-Western sk. Low down to begin with just above 
the rooftops will be something even brighter. The planet Venus, 
puts on a good show for us this winter. 

If you can stand the cold, then in the early hours of the 4th the 
Quadrantid Meteor shower is due. Locate Ursa Major, above the 
North-Eastern Horizon, and turn your back to this constellation, 
sit down in a deck chair, wrap up warm, and just watch the 
“shooting-stars”.

Following Watkiss Way past the white water rap¬ 
ids and a very slippery section of boardwalk to pass 
tall apartment blocks, they circumnavigated Cardiff 
Bay where the Clarence Road Bridge brought them 
safely across the River Taff. 

Making their way to the old Hamadryad Hospital 
they had a quick peep at the mural in its porch 
depicting the old Hamadryad, a naval vessel that 
was used as a hospital ship in order to prevent infec¬ 
tious diseases such as typhoid and cholera brought in 
by seamen spreading through Cardiff. 

When the vessel deteriorated, a permanent hospi¬ 
tal was built which opened on June 29, 1905, and it 
continued as a working hospital until 2002. 

Passing below the A4232 again and making their 
way through the wetlands developed to compensate 
for the loss of the mud flats when the bay was 
created, more slippery boardwalk brought them to 
Mount Stewart Square. 

The group split up for morning break before 
re-grouping on the steps of the glass fronted Senedd, 
next to the stunning red terracotta Pierhead Building. 

Then on past the five timber structures in the Bay 
that were connected by walkways where ships were 
moored for repair, the white painted Norwegian 
Church and the Scott Memorial and along Porth 
Teigr onto the open pathway towards the white sails. 


Gazing across the Bay to the mist-covered St 
David’s Hotel and a number of sail boats moving 
slowly as there was no breeze, they tramped across 
the Cardiff Barrage towards the stately old Custom 
House. They crossed the lock gates with boats all 
safely moored in the Penarth Marina and back along 
John Batchelor Way to Marconi Avenue and on 
past the Oyster Catcher for the short climb to Cogan 
Station and a return to their start.

Police officers and 
staff recognised in 
New Year’s Honours 

list 


OFFICERS and staff from South Wales 
Police have been recognised in the 
Queen’s New Year Honours. 

Retiring Deputy Chief Constable Richard Lewis 
and Police Constable Bharat Narbad have been 
awarded the Queen’s Police Medal (QPM), with 
Detective Constable Graham Budd receiving an 
MBE and Debbie Farrar, a Protecting Vulnerable 
People investigator, a BEM. 

Richard Lewis, who marked his last day in the 
job after 32 years in November, said: “I was totally 
taken aback when the letter arrived. I am absolutely 
delighted and feel incredibly lucky to have received 
it at the end of my career. 

“But this is for all the people I have worked with 
over the years and throughout my policing career. 
It’s a great honour for me and my family - and I 
know my father, in particular, will be chuffed.” 

PC Baz Narbad, from the police’s BAME recruit¬ 
ment team and the chairman of the South Wales 
Police Black Police Association, said: “It came 
totally out of the blue - the letter was a massive 
surprise but I was very proud as well. I love the 
work I am able to do in the community and for our 
staff association. I don’t do it for recognition but I 
am really honoured, and I just hope I can continue 
to do what I can to make South Wales Police more 
representative of our communities.” 

DC Graham Budd, who has been honoured for 
services to community policing in Cardiff, said: “I 
feel this is not so much a recognition of myself as 
of everyone I’ve worked with.” Graham, who was 
stabbed during a drugs raid in 2017, added: “What 
happened to me could have happened to anyone. We 
are a team, and this recognition is as much theirs as 
it is mine.” 

Debbie Farrar, an investigator in our Protecting 
Vulnerable People unit who has been recognised 
for services to policing, said: “For me, this is recog¬ 
nition of what we do as a team - it’s for everyone 
involved with vulnerable people, but also including 
those vulnerable people themselves, whose bravery 
and courage is inspirational. 

“I am only a small part of the bigger team, and 
this is a reflection of a wider collaborative effort.” 

Responding to the New Year Honours announce¬ 
ment, Chief Constable Matt Jukes said: “It’s a huge 
source of pride to see four of my colleagues from 
South Wales Police recognised in this year’s New 
Year Honours list. They have each given long and 
dedicated service to our communities but more than 


that, they have each shown tremendous leadership 
in keeping our communities safe and ensuring 
our organisation has continued to develop to face 
today’s challenges.” 

Speaking about the individual recipients, Mr 
Jukes added: “On a personal note, I am delighted 
that Richard’s contribution to the force and our 
communities has been recognised. He has a passion 
for the place and its people, only matched by his 
enthusiasm for technology. His work has ensured 
South Wales Police has remained at the cutting-edge 
of police technology and the new kit in the hands of 
officers and staff today is testament to the spirit of 
innovation that he has fostered. This leadership has 
gone beyond our borders and indeed, beyond the 
hi-tech with leadership across Wales on our work 
with young people in schools and communities. 

“Bharat, known to everyone as Baz, has been a 
champion for our diverse communities as chairman 
of the South Wales Black Police Association and 
a member of a team dedicated to developing a 
workforce that is more representative of our com¬ 
munities. He has been an ambassador for the force 
in all that he’s done and has also ensured that Black 
and Asian staff and officers are represented and 
supported throughout their service. Baz is a familiar 
figure in communities across south Wales and his 
contribution has been key in the progress we are 
making to better representing those communities 
as a force. 

“DC Graham Budd has been part of tackling the 
terrible effects of drugs and organised crime in our 
communities for many years. As an expert witness 
and an experienced investigator, he has remained 
in the thick of that work across his long service. 
His courage to do this saw him stabbed in a terrible 
attack while undertaking a drugs raid and it is 
testament to Graham that after recovering, he was 
back, doing the work he loves. I now wish him the 
very best for his well-deserved retirement. 

“Debbie’s recognition with the British Empire 
Medal is a reflection of her dedication to keeping 
the most vulnerable in our communities safe. After 
long police service, much of it concerned with 
safeguarding vulnerable people, she focused most 
recently on keeping safe and returning children 
who go missing, particularly those who are often 
absent from places where they are in care. Those 
children know they can trust Debbie, as do fellow 
professionals, who I know will join me in our great 
pride in congratulating her on this recognition.”

Johnny Clay 
- the man who made 
the difference 


AT the end of a year when 
Tiger Woods amazed every¬ 
one by coming back to win 
a major tournament at the 
age of 43, after it seemed his 
career was over, the presi¬ 
dent of Cowbridge Cricket 
Club, Jeff Bird, looks back 
at a local man who stepped 
back on the stage at 50 years 
old to help Glamorgan win 
the biggest prize! 

Every so often sport throws up an 
unexpected performance that casts 
the memory back to the days when 
the performer was at his/her peak. 

Just think of Lester Piggott, Tiger 
Woods and Sprinter Sacre. 

One comeback to rank alongside 
any was the recall to the Glamorgan 
colours of 50-year-old Johnny Clay 
who then proceeded to play a spec¬ 
tacular role in the Welsh county 
winning two crucial matches 
and securing the 1948 County 
Championship. 

It was very much a case 
of Cowbridge winning the 
Championship for Glamorgan 
and Wales. Johnny Clay was bom 
in Bonvilston at the end of the 
19th century. He went to school 
at Winchester and by 1923 was 
representing Glamorgan. 

When he was free of first 
class commitments he played for 
Cowbridge and in 1925 brought his 
friends Maurice Turnbull and Cyril 
Walters to play. 

All three would go on to play 
test cricket. Johnny is recorded 
as having taken nine wickets in 
a match twice, against Barry and 
Pontypridd. 

Johnny’s career consisted of 373 
first class matches and one test 
match against South Africa in 1935. 
His career yielded a total of 1,317 
wickets at an average of 19.76. 
These figures tell us that Clay was a 
very good bowler. 

Johnny was called up again 
against Australia in 1938 but con¬ 
sidered himself unlikely to last a 
full five days so it was to be just the 
one test match. 

Perhaps we can see here the 
beginnings of an all too common 
theme of Glamorgan cricketers 
gaining fewer caps than their 
talent suggested they should have 
(Parkhouse, Lewis, Maynard, 
Morris, James, Watkin) or none at 
all (Don Shepherd) and in one case 
even had his cap taken away (Alan 
Jones). 

Amazingly, Johnny as an ama¬ 
teur cricketer held the role of treas¬ 
urer of Glamorgan between 1933 
and 1938 with his friend Turnbull 
as secretary. One cannot imagine 
the modem day players being 
allowed to hold such positions but 
then Glamorgan were very short of 
money. The glamorous duo proved 
themselves adept at fundraising but 
unfortunately the four matches 
played at Cowbridge in the 1930s 
failed financially.. 

No doubt Johnny would have 
added to his records had the war 
not interrupted it but when peace 
allowed the restart of cricket in 
1947, he skippered the side before 
handing over to Wilf Wooller. 



In the mn in 
of the last three 
matches in 1948 
it seemed that 
two wins would 
secure the title 
for Glamorgan. 
Woollers’ had the 
task of making the 
decision as to who 
would replace the 
injured Phil Clift in 
the side to contest 
these last matches. 

To Wooller it 
was never a deci¬ 
sion that troubled 
him. If Johnny 
could be persuaded, 
he played. 

Two victories 
followed and 
Wooller was 
entirely vindicated 
and by some 
measure. Bowling 
like a man half 
his age and at the 
very top of his 
game, Johnny took 
19 for 125 over 
the four innings, 
both Surrey and 
Hampshire being 
obliged to follow 
on. 

Use whichever 
adjective you feel 
appropriate to 
describe the perfor¬ 
mance, but it must 
rank as one of the 
decisive contribu¬ 
tions ever made in 
sport. Put into con¬ 
text, Johnny Clay’s 
destruction of two 
county XIs in both 
innings was all 
happening in argu¬ 
ably the premier 
non-test match first 
class competition 
in the world. 

The pressure 
was on, Glamorgan 
were challenging 


seriously for the 
first time and 
remember Johnny 
was 50 years old. 

He did not play 
for Glamorgan 
again. He con¬ 
tented himself 
mainly playing for 
Cowbridge and 
The South Wales 
Hunts. He became 
president of 
Cowbridge CC and 
would bring a team 
of Glamorgan’s 
young profession¬ 
als to play as his 
President’s XI to 
the club each year. 

Retaining his 
influence at 

Glamorgan, he 
also served as 
the county club’s 
president. Often of 
a Saturday, Johnny 
would watch 
the game being 
played that day 
at Cowbridge and 
leave a substantial 
note of the realm 
for the players to 
have a drink. 

Such generosity 
left a lasting image 
of a ‘lovely man’ 
with David ‘Scoop’ 
Lewis. Another 
image is, of course, 
his portrait by 
Douglas Davies 
which hangs in the 
Pavilion. 

If you visit 
Johnny Clay’s 
resting place in St 
Hilary, a village 
close to Cowbridge, 
look for the marble 
cricket ball resting 
on the gravestone.. 
There could not be 
a more appropriate 
symbol of a crick¬ 
eting life.
